MINE MULES SAFE, 
WORKMEN DESTITUTE 


Humane Society Officer Re- 
ports Plight of Annapolis, Mo., 
Residents to Red Cross. 


To investigate a report that 15 
mules had been abandoned to 
starve in the closed mine of the 
-Annapolis Lead Co., in Iron county, 
Eric Hansen, executive secretary 
of the Humane Society of Missouri 
went to the scene Thursday and 
found the plight of the citizens 
in the little town of Annapolis 
worse than that of the mules. 

The mules had been fed regu- 
larly by Mine Superintendent F. 
P. Shumate pending arrangements 
for their rescue and were taken 
to the surface Thursday in good 
condition. 

Many residents of the town, 
however, were’ found to be desti- 
tute, Hansen reported. Most of 
these, he said, were families of 
miners who have had no work since 
July and have exhausted their 
credit at local stores. Families of 
eight or 10 members, he declared, 
were living in shacks of one or 
two rooms, with no shoes, no bed- 
ding, except blankets, and little 
food. He notified the Red Cross. 

The mules were left in the mine 
10 days ago when work was sus- 
pended because of a ° bankruptcy 
proceeding. Their stay under- 
ground was prolonged by the lack 
of funds with which to pay miners 
to operate the hoisting machinery. 
Money was obtained for the pur- 
pose last week. 

It was the first time some of 
the mules had been above ground 
for five years. To guard against 
injury to their cyes as a result of 
sudden emergence in daylight, they 
were blindfolded and the eye cov- 
erings will be removed by degrees.

MOONEY APPEALS TO EINSTEIN 


Sends Radiogram for Scientists’

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 26.—An 
effort was begun today to have 
Prof. Albert Einstein, noted Ger- 
man_ scientist, appear before Gov. 
Rolph Jr., in a plea for a pardon 
for Thomas Mooney. Mooney, 
serving a life sentence in San 
Quentin prison for allegedly bomb- 
ing a preparedness parade here in 
1916, sent a radiogram to Prof. 
Einstein, aboard the Hamburg-

Prof. Einstein will arrive in Los 
Angeles next Wednesday and will 
spend four months in study at the 
California Institute of Technology 
at Pasadena.

panel. 

Mrs. Clark was sentenced to serve 
six months in the county jail by 
Judges Gunnar H. Nordbye and 
John B. Sanborn of Federal District 
They ruled that she had 
“false and disarming” an- 


Court.

It was Mrs. Clark’s insistence on 
acquittal of W. B. Foshay, Minne- 
apolis promoter, and six associates 
that resulted in discharge of the 
jury after a week’s deliberation in 
the trial of the seven men on mail 
fraud charges. Eleven men _ all 
voted for conviction on all 17 
counts. 

The other jurors confirnred> re- 
ports that reached the press that 
Mrs. Clark refused to consider any 
verdict except acquittal. Several 
of her colleagues complained that 
she “had covered up her ears” 
when they sought to reason with 
her. 

In addition to the jail term, Mrs. 
Clark was ordered to pay a fine of 
$1000. <A stay of 42 days was 
granted by the court. 

“Mrs. Clark has brought upon 
herself the contempt of the com- 
munity in which she lives,” the de- 
cision says, ‘‘not because she voted 
for the acquittal of the defendants 
in the Foshay case, but because 
her vote was not believed to rep- 
resent her honest conviction based 
on the evidence and the law.” 


While Mrs. Clark listened calm- 
ly, the opinion of the Judges was

America’s Attitude Is That There Is Nothing 
to Confer About Until Other Nations

WASHINGTON, Dec. . 26.—Eu- 
rope’s willingness to solve its own 
troubles without further temporiz- 
ing and delay seems likely now to 
become the yardstick which will 
measure future American proffers 
of help. There is no expectation 
in informed_circles that the United 
States will take part in~ the mg 
posed reparations conference, or in 
any* general conference on war 
debts. 

The feeling seems to be that un- 
til the European nations unite on a 
program which will restore confi- 
dence among themselves, there is 
nothing for the United States to 
confer about. 

If, on the other hand, those na- 
tions put their own houses in or- 
der in a permanent fashion con- 
vincing to the American people, 
the possibilities of further war debt 
readjustments may be expected to 
brighten. An international repara- 
tions conference at the Hague Jan. 
18 has been tentatively decided on 
according to a London dispatch. 

From the best information avail- 
able, the situation may be outlined 
as follows: 

Hoover’s Two Purposes. 

When President Hoover proposed 
last June a year’s moratorium on 
al! inter-Governmental debts, he 
specifically stated two purposes. 

First, he sought to relieve a 
world crisis arising from loss of 
confidence and the pressure of in- 
ternational obligations. The bur- 
den of reparations was breaking 
the back of Germany. Its creditors 
in turn owed great amounts to the 
United States in war debts, and 
smaller amounts to one anofher. 
Altogether, the amount of § such 
Obligations about to fall due was 
some $850,000,000. 

Second, the President proposed 
to give Europe a year in which to 
adopt a program for united action 
to end the depression and restore 
confidence and _ “stability. Today 
Europe still is divided and _§ dis- 
tressed. It is hoped, but none too

The heaviest depreciation shown 
in the compilation is $43,152,000 in

While no specific recommenda- 
tions for legislation were made in 
the report, it is expected to point 
the way for important revisions in 
the banking laws. 

Changes were urgéd, too, by 
President Hoover in his arnual 
message in view of “thé~extent of 
bank failures.” 

Remedial legislation this session 
also will be sought by Senator 
Glass, a former Secretary of the 
Treasury and co-author of. the 
Federal Reserve act. 

The report traced the effects of 
increased participation of banks in 
the capital market. ' 

“During a period of widespread 
confidence and active /business,”’ it 
said. ‘‘The stimulation of the cap- 
ital market resulting from rapidly 
increasing bank loans on securities 
and "bank purchases of bonds tends 
to stimulate capital investment far 
more than would otherwise be the 
case. 

“At the same time the over-de- 
velopment that ordinarily occurs in 
various fields during such a pe- 
riod is correspondingly exaggerat- 
ed, making phe subsequent reac- 
tion and period of deflation and 
liquidation all the more severe.’ 

Views on Restrictions. 

“The almost universal response 
was that present restrictions were 
sufficient,” it said. 

From an unnamed New York 
bank came the suggestion that the 
banks outside New York and Chi- 
cago be further restricted in their 
security purchases. 

Most of the other banks ex- 
pressed views similar to that of a 
New England concern which re- 
plied that “management will be 
always the principal factor but the 
comptroller should have any rea- 
sonable increase in his powers or 
appropriations that he desires.” 

A detailed analysis by means of 
questionnaires disclosed banks to- 
day have a smaller percentage of 
their holdings invested in Govern- 
ment, railroad@and public. utility 
securities than they had a decade 
ago. 

The report observed that “prac- 
tically half of the security invest- 
ments of the banks” were outside 
this field when the survey was 
made, whereas “less than 40 per 
cent was so invested 10 years be- 
fore.”

DOCTOR KILLS 
HIS BABY SON 
AND HIMSELF 
IN BELLEVILLE 


Dr. A. L. Muren Shoots In- 
fant in Crib, Wounds 
Daughter, 4, Then Ends 
Life With Pistol He Car- 
ried in World War. 


WIFE HEARS SHOTS 
AND FINDS BODIES 


Pair Had Quarreled Earlier 
in Day,  Sister-in-Law 
Says, but Appeared to 
Have Made Up Their Dif- 


ferences. 


Dr. A. L. Muren, a_ Belleville 
physician, shot and killed his in- 
fant son, Arthur, yesterday after- 
noon, wounded his 44-year-old 
daughter, Joan, and then _ killed 
himself by firing a bullet through 
his head, at his home, 321 East A 
street, Belleville. 

Mrs. Muren ran from a 
room when she heard the shots, 
finding her husband lying on the 
kitchen floor, his revolver by his 
side. Joan escaped with a flesh 
wound in the neck. The baby, 
who would have been a year old 
Jan. 4, was shot through the head 
as he lay in his crib in an adjoin- 
ing room. 

Dr. Muren was 42 years, ‘and had

12 years following his discharge 
from the Army Medical Corps aft- 
er serving overseas during the 
World War. : He returned to his 
home from his office, in the Com- 
mercial Building, about 3:15 p. m. 


Mrs. Muren heard him go _ up- 
stairs, she told her sister-in-law,

the first floor. Then she heard the 
shots. Going into the kitchen, he 


fired two shots at Joan, who was 
seated at a table eating candy. One 
bullet went wild; the other went 
through the fleshy part of her neck. 

Stepping into the next room, he 
fired a bullet through Arthur's 
head, as the baby lying in the crib 
drank from a milk bottle. He then 
returned to the kitchen and fired 
a bullet through his own head. Po- 
lice found the revolver, which he 
had carried overseas, by his side. 
It contained four empty shells and 
two unexploded cartridges. 

Mrs. Cooley, after talking te 
Mrs. Muren, who was hysterical, 
said that Dr. Muren was of a mo- 
rose disposition. He and Mrsi Mu- 
ren had quarreled yesterday morn- 
ing, she said, but appeared to be 
reconciled shortly afterwards. 

Besides his widow, Dr. Muren is 
survived by a brother, Clement, an 
independent taxicab operator.

EVANSTON, ILL, Dec. 26.—David 
R. Forgan, Chicago nar“er and 
author of financial subjects, died 
in his home today of heart disease 
after an illness of three weeks. He 

was 69 years old. 

Mr. Forgan was co-chairman of 
the board of the Central Republic 
Bank & Trust Co. of Chicago. 

He is survived by his widow, the 
former Agnes Kerr of Winnipeg, 
Man., whom he married in 1885; 
three sons, Robert R. Forgan, Da- 
vid Robertson Forgan Jr. and J. 
Russell Forgan, living in Chicago, 
and two daughters, Mrs. Halstead 
G. Freeman and Mrs. P. Lyndon 
Dodge, of New York. Mrs. J. Rus- 
sell Forgan was formerly Miss Ada 
Johnson of St. Louis, daughter of 
the late Jackson Johnson. 

Funeral services will be Monday 
afternoon at First Presbyterian 
Church with Dr. John Timothy 
Stone, president of the Presbyterian 
Theological Seminary, preaching 
the sermon. Burial will be at Rose- 
hill Cemetery. 

Two activities into which Mr. 
Forgan entered seriously when a 
youth were banking and golf. In 
the former he became nationally 
known as one of the leading bank- 
ers of the Chicago district and in 
the latter attained rank as a cham- 
pion. 

Reared in an atmosphere of golf 
in a family that depended upon it 
for its livelihood, his liking for the 
game was inherent. His entrance 
into the field of banking was due 
to the solicitude of his Sunday 
School teacher to get him started 
on a career. 

Bank Messenger at 15. 

When he was only 15 years old, 
he applied for a job as messenger 
at the Clydesdale Bank in his na- 
tive St. Andrews, Scotland. His 
Sunday School teacher was an offi- 
cial of the bank and Mr. Forgan 
got the job. 

After three years as bank mes- 
senger at the Clydesdale Bank, Mr. 
Forgan struck out for himself and 
went to Halifax, N. S., where he 
obtained a position with the Bank 
of Nova Scotia. In a short time he 
was placed in charge of the bank’s 
business at Winnipeg and later was 
made branch manager at Frederic- 
ton, N. B. 

Mr. Forgan made his first con- 
nection with banking in the United 
States in 1888, when he became as- 
Sistant cashier of the American 
Exchange Bank at Duluth, Minn. 
Two years later he went to the 
Northwestern National Bank of 
Minneapolis as cashier and then 
was promoted to vice president. 

Career in Chicago. 

In 1896 he took a similar posi- 
tion with the Union National Bank 
of Chicago, of which he became 
president in 1898. Two years later 
the bank was merged with the 
First National Bank, with his 
brother, James B. Forgan as presi- 
dent. 

After helping organize the WNa- 
tional City Bank of Chicago in 
1907, David R. Forgan became its 
president and continued in that ca- 
pacity until 1925, when the Nation- 
al City was merged with the Na- 
tional Bank of the Republic. Mr. 
the board of directors. In the 
meantime he had become rec- 
Ognized ws an authoritative writer 
and speaker on financial problems 
and his advice was sought by bank- 
ers, legislatures and politicians 
from all parts of the courtry. 

First Western Golf Champion, 

Mr. Forgan was born at St. An- 
drews, Scotland, April 16, 1862, the 
son of Robert and Elizabeth For- 
gan. At that famous golf center 
his father founded the firm of 
Robert Forgan & Son, Ltd., to 
manfacture golf balls and clubs. 
David continued to take his golf 
seriously while rising in the bank- 
ing world and in 1900 won the first 
annual Western amateur cham- 
pionship tournament at Chicago 
from a field that ‘included many 
stars. He also won many other 
trophies, including at various times 
the championship of the Onwent- 
sia and the old Elm Country Olub. 

He was a close personal friend of 
Willlam Howard Taft, Chief Jus- 
tice and former president of the 
United States, and Charles G. 
Dawes, near whom he lived at 
Evanston, North Shore suburb of 
Chicago. 
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CHAPTER TWO. 
Circumstances and conditions 
which have led to the present 
situation: 
Circumstances and conditions 


which have led to the situation 
we have been describing are 
partly international and partly 
peculiar to Germany. 

Like all other countries, Ger- 
many has suffered from the 
consequences of the extreme fall 
of prices which is the charac- 
teristic trait of international 
economic life since the end of 
1929. The fall of about 30 per 
cent of wholesale prices.in the 
world as a whole far exceeds in 
magnitude the fall in_ prices 
that has taken place In any pe- 
riod of depression in the last 
100 years It is impossible to 
say if this fall is permanent or 
if it will be followed, after 
acute depression has passed 
away, by a substantia] rise. 
What is certain is that it has 
deeply affected all economic ac- 
tivity and that no effort to 
maintain prices—by whatever 
means it may have been at- 
tempted—has hitherto attained 
any success. 

Sharp reduction of purchas- 
ing power of large masses of 
consumers has involved in the 
last two years reduction or com- 
plete disappearance of indus- 
trial profits, serious unemploy- 
ment and an uninterrupted 
slump in Stock Exchange secu- 
rities. It has threatened, tn con- 
sequence, the status of a large 
number of banks; this banking 
crisis, in its turn, has pro- 
voked a general lack of confir 
dence and involved a withdraw- 
al of foreign capital from coun- 
tries which hitherto have had 
the use of it, and in “par- 
ticular from Central Europe. 
It has only been possible to 
maintain the exchange value of 
the currencies of some of these 
countries on a nominal basis by 
a system of decrees regulating 
exchange markets and by sus- 
pension of part of their foreign 
payments. 

This situation has naturally 
aggravated “Crise de Confiance”. 
in lending countries themselves. 
Abandonment of the gold 
standard by certain of them 
has created a fresh source of 
disturbance in international 
trading relations, and given rise 
to a universal tendency to hoard 
which. if it were to continue, 
would bring to a standstill the 
whole system of credit. 
Finally, to this monetary 
crisis is now being added a tariff 
crisis, each country seeking to 
defend its diminished produc- 
tion against foreign imports by 
a fresh increase’ in import 
duties and other forms of ade 
restrictions, which in turn re- 
sult in still further shrinkage 
of international trade. 

We cannot here attempt to 
examine all underlying causes 
of this profound disturbance to 
the economic life of the world, 
but certain of its aspects are 
intimately linked with the prub- 
lem with which we are directly 
concerned. 

Among these factors, the 
banking committee which met 
in Basel in August had called 
attention to the fact that “in 
recent years the world has been 
endeavoring to pursue two 
contradictory policies, in per- 
mitting the development of an 
international financial system 
which involves annual payment 
of large sums by debtor to 
creditor countries, while at the 
same time putting obstacles in 
the way of the free movement 
of goods,” and that the case of 
Germany provides a most forc- 
ible illustration of this dilemma. 
So long as payments to be nade 
were offset by loans to the 
debtor country this dilemma 
did not arise, but as soon as 
such capital movements ceased, 
as happened in the autumn of 
1929, it becomes evident that in 
the long run, as the Dawes 
committee clearly pointed out, 
these payments can only be 
made in the form of goods. 

The change from a period of 
excessive expansion of foreign 
lending by certain’ creditor 
countries followed by abrupt 
cessation of such lending con- 
stitutes one of the chief points 
of contrast between the period 
1924-29 and 1930-31, and has 
been one of the principal fea- 
tures in the credit situation of 
recent times. If barriers are 
imposed to the free movement 
of goods, the world cannot read- 
ily adapt itself quickly to im- 
portant changes in the course 
of credit and trade. Attempts 
to maintain an _ international 
balance of payments by means 
of larger and abnormal move- 
ments of gold have weakened 
the monetary foundations of 
many countries. In fact, when 
withdrawal of large sums of 
capital took place, gold reserves 
of the countries concerned 
proved quite inadequate to 
stand the strain. This led in 
some countries to strict control 
of foreign payments and in oth- 
ers to the suspension of the 
gold standard.

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Text of Advisory Board Report | 
On World Crisis; Advice to Nations 


OLLOWING are those parts of the text of the Young Plan‘Ad- 
yisory Committee’s report, made last week to the Bank for In- 
ternational Settlements, dealing with the world economic crisis 
and its advice to the nations on German reparations payments: 
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BASEL, Dec, 26. 


Since July last it has been 
evident that if the crisis by 
which Germany has been over- 
whelmed were not remedied it 
would spread to the rest of 
Europe, destroy the credit sys- 
tem so painstakingly built up 
and create profound repercus-) 
sions in other parts of the 
world. ) 

The committee appointed by 
the Bank for International Set- 
tlements, on the invitation of 
the London Conference, after 
describing this situation in i 
report of Aug. 18, sounded a 
most emphatic note of warning, 
urging that if disasters were to 
be avoided before the period of 
postponement of credits recom- 
mended by that conference ex- 
pires on Feb. 29, 1932, immedi- 
ate steps must be taken by the. 
governments, 

But events did not wait. The 
year 1931 has not yet ended and 
already the crisis has taken 
formidable dimensions, shatter- 
ing the exchanges of many 
countries one after the other 
and accumulating difficulties 
which, if not dealt with, will 
only prove forerunners of fur- 
ther catastrophes. Unemploy- 
ment has increased; stock ex- 
changes remain closed; eco- 

‘nomic activity continues with 
difficulty at a very low ebb in 
the face of restricted credit, | 
rigid control of the exchanges 
and paralyzing restrictions on 
international trade. Slowly the 
effects of shrinking economic 
activity are making themselves 
felt in one country after an- 
other. 

This state of things is com- 
plicated by the repercussion of 
economic affairs on the political 
Situation and vice versa. The 


i ee 


economic decline which has 
taken place in the last two 
years, the increasing distress 


which it has brought in its 
train, have produced a general 
political instability from which 
an anxious world is suffering 
more and more. Similarly, po- 
litical considerations have often 
been allowed to influence the 
treatment of economic prob- 
lems by the governments, thus 
preventing the latter from view- 
ing these problems in their 
true light and from dealing with 
them on their merits. 


When the governments come 
to examine the whole group of 
questions allied to the subject 
of the present report, they will 
have to take account of many 
matters relevant to these com- 
plex problems which can only 
be solved in conformity with 
economic realities. 

In this connection certain 
considerations seem to us of 
great importance. 


The first is that transfers 
from one country to another on 
a scale so large as to upset the 
balance of payments can only 
accentuate the present chaos. 

It should also be borne in 
mind that release of a debtor 
country from a burden of pay- 
ments which it is unable to bear 
may merely have the effect of 
transferring that burden to a 
creditor country which in its 
character as a debtor, it :n its 
turn may be unable to bear. 

Again the adjustment of all 
inter-governmental debts (rep- 
arations and other war debts) 
to the existing troubled situa- 
tion of the world—and the e@4- 
justment should take place 
without delay if new disasters 
are to be avoided—is the only 
lasting step capable of re-estab- 
lishing confidence which 18 the 
very condition of economic sta- 
bility and real peace, 


Finally although the German 
Government is energetically de- 
fending the stability of its cur- 
rency, steps are necessary to 
Secure that these measures 
shall have a permanent effect. 

The European Governments 
during recent years have nade 
great efforts toward re-estab- 
lishing the stability of curren- 
cies after the disasters of. war 
and post-war inflation. De- 
struction of this work would 
mean an extremely, disquieting 
setback which could be heavy 
with consequences. Mainte- 
nance of the stability of Ge-- 
man currency, as of the cour- 
rency of any debtor nation, rm:ay 
be placed in greatest peril if 
the confidence of investors is 
lost. 

We appeal to the Govern- 
ments on whom responsibility 
for action rests to permit of no 
delay in coming to decisions 
which will bring an amelfora-/ 
tion of this grave crisis which 
weighs so heavily on all alike.

CHINA T0 BLAME, 
JAPAN INFORMS 
POWERS ENVOYS 


Upholds Its Policy in Man- 
churia in Statement to U. 
S., British and French 
Ambassadors. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Dec. 27 (Sunday).—The 
Japanese Government told the 
American, British and French Am- 
bassadors, 4n effect, today that Ja- 
pan must continue its operations 
against Chinese irregulars in the 
Chinchow zone of Manchuria. 

Responsibility for “the conse- 
quences of any action which may 
be entailed upon the Japanese 
army in self-defense’’ must rest 


entirely upon the Chinese, the 
statement said. 
The statement giving Japan’s 


stand was handed to the Ambassa- 
dors with formal replies to recent 
notes in which the United States, 
yreat Britain and France expressed 
apprehension at reports of military 
operations in the Chinchow area, 
It explained that the Japanese ac- 
tion in Manchuria did not run 
against the League of ,.Nations’ res- 
olution of Dec. 10, either in letter 
or in spirit. 


Charges Attacks by Bandits, 

“So long as the Chinchow mili- 
tary authorities while simulating an 
unaggressive attitude, continue to 
instigate and manipulate move- 
ments of bandit organizations 
against the Japanese army as well 
as the Japanese and other peaceful 
inhabitants,” the statement said, 
“and so long as the officers and 
men of the Chinchow army mingle 
in large numbers with bandit 
groups, rendering it impossible to 
distinguish the bandits from regu- 
lar troops, so long must responsi- 
bility for the consequences of any 
action which may be entailed upon 
the Japanese army in self-defense 
rest entirely upon the Chinese.” 


Replies Not Identical. 

The statement was read to the 
Ambassadors by Matsuzo Nagai, 
Vice Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
when they visited the Foreign Of- 
fice shortly before noon. 

The replies to the American, 
British and French notes were not 
made public and were described as 
being little more than brief formal 
acknowledgments. They were not 
all the same in wording, as the 
communications from the Foreign 
Office were not identica). 


A communique issued by the 
war office said Chang Hsueh- 
Liang’s Chinchow defenders had 
completed defense works in the 


Tahushan region, in the area west 
of the Taling River and at other 
Places. His army, including irregu- 
lars, was estimated at 84,000 men, 
all well supplied with a nunition. 
No formal warning had been 
served on Chang, it was said, and 
the Japanese consul at Peiping had 
resumed negotiations with a view 
to accomplishing a retreat from 
Chinghow without recourse to 
arms. 

A Yingkow, Manchuria, dis- 
patch to the newspaper Asahi said 
today Japanese forces north of 
Yingkow had crossed the frozen 
Liao River and begun an attack 
against Chinese irregulars. The 
Japanese vanguard already had 
reached Tienchangtai, the dispatch 
said.

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SUES TO RESTORE 
ST. LOUIS MUTUAL 
LIFE 10 OLD FORM 


Policyholder Asserts Reor- 
ganization Gave Stock- 
holders Control of the 
Company. 


Seeking to undo the change in 


organization of the St. Louis Mu- 
tua] Life Insurance Co. which was 
converted into a stock and mutual 
company a year ago after operating 
for many years as a mutual compa- 
ny a policy holder, Abraham H. 
Licht, has filed suit at Clayton. 

His petition alleges that 13 offi- 
cers and directors of the company, 
who had been trustees for policy- 
holders who owned the ¢oncern 
when it was operated as a mutual 
company, invested $150,000 when it 
was reorganized and so acquired 
control of an insurance firm with 
about $13,000,000 in policies out- 
standing and a surplus of $260,000. 

He asks that the Court hold the 
change illegal, that the officers and 
directors be removed and replaced 
by a new set to be named by. pol- 
icyholders and that a receiver be 
appointed to take charge pending 
settlement of the litigation. No 
question of the company’s solvency 
is raised. 

Chartered as Mutual Concern. 

The company obtained a charter 
as a mutual concern from the State 
Legislature in 1877 and operated 
on that basis until the change a 
year ago. Licht's petition contends 
that its charter can be altered only 
by an act of the Legislature and 
that if it should be held that the 
charter could be altered by a two- 
thirds vtoe of the policyholders 
that this condition was not met. 
Votes of 160 minors were cast by 
proxy, and many other proxy votes 
were not properly signed and wit- 
nessed, the petition alleges. 

Under the plan of reorganiza- 
tion, as outlined in Licht’s peti- 
tion, the defendants subscribed for 
the $100,000 capital stock of the 
company and contributed an addi- 
tional $50,000 to the surplus ec- 
count.

up sharply. 
Expansion of Security Loans. 
Another important conclusion 


drawn from the committee’s ques- 
tionnaires was that “much the 
larger part of security loans was 
not made for commercial, indus- 
trial or agricultural ubes, but rath- 
er for the purpose of carrying se- 
curities.”” The report added: “lhe 
expansion of security loans during 
the decade, 1921-1930, was a na- 
tionwide phenomenon.

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RATS USED IN STUDY 
OF DECAY IN TEETH 


Soundness of Dentition Said to 
Depend on Calcium and Phos- 
phorus in Diet. 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 26. — Two 
Johns Hopkins University scientists 
have made public discoveries that 
go far toward expla:ning the ways 
in which diet causes, or prevents, 
decay of teeth. Two fertilizers, 
phosphorus and calcium, regulated 
by vitamin D are the tooth savers. 
| The experiments showing how to 
work the combination of the three 
substances were explained in Sci- 
ence, official organ of the Amer- 
ican Association for the Advance<- 
ment of Science, by Dr. E. V. Mc~ . 
Collum and~Henry Klein. Their 
work was aided by grants from the 
American Dental Association. 

The tests were made on rats. In 
the laboratories their caretakers 
grew tooth cavities in the rodents 
almost at will, or prevented them 
almost entirely. 

All this was done simply by giv- 
ing the rats the right proportions 
of phosphorus and calcium. This 
correct ratio was about four parts 
of phosphorus to three of calcium. 
Proportions of three to two did not 
work. 

Not only the ratio was impor- 
tant but the amount also. There 
was a minimum of the fertilizers 
below which they failed of effec- 
tiveness. When the rats were fed 
too little and in wrong proportions, 
the report states that 80 per cent 
of them developed cavities in 140 
days. With properly balanced diet 
this decay was cut to 5 per cent, 

The investigators further ascer< 
tained that the portion of the 
phosphorus in the blood is of vital 
importance, and that this is re< 
lated to vitamin D. - 

Calcium and phosphorus are two 
of the principal, fertilizers. They 
reach man daily in many different 
kinds of food, but their proportions 
vary greatly. Vitamin D comes 
both from eating food and from 
sunshine or ultra-violet light on 


the skin.

Senate judiciary subcommittee was 
organized today to hold hearings 
on measures for the repeal and 
modification of prohibition. 
Chairman Norris chose five 
members, headed by Senator Blaine

ings shortly after Christmas on the 
various prohibition bills before his 
committee. Other members are: 
Senator Borah (Rep.), who is op- 
posed to repeal; Hebert (Rep.), 
Rhode Island, who favors resub- 
mission; Ashurst (Dem.}, Arizona, 
a supporter of prohibition: and 
Walsh (Dem.), Montana, who has 
said he would vote to resubmit if 
desired by the people of his State. 
Among the measures the sub- 
committee will consider are a res- 
olution by Senator Bingham (Rep.), 
to repeal the 
eighteenth amendment; a bill by 
Bingham to allow physicians to; 
prescribe malt liquors for medicinal | 
purposes up to one-half pint of al 
cohol every 10 days; and a third to) 
regulate the sale of wood alcohol.

Gandhi with all his unique spiritual qualities 
would succeed where we more ordinary mor- 
tals had failed at the beginning of the year. 

We were doomed to disappointment. The 
communal problem remains unsolved although 
I must point out that even on this question 
there is such a measure of agreement as to 
augur well for the reception and the fulfill- 
ment of the Prime Minister’s advice. 

Those who are pessimistic on this question 
ignore the all-important fact that the rising 
tide of Indian sentiment is in favor of a set- 
tlement which will bring full and adequate 
satisfaction to the minorities and to the de- 
pressed classes, and which will give them an 
assured and honorable place in the new con- 
etitution. I am one of those who hold that 
there is no sacrifice which is not worth mak- 
ing in order to win over the minorities. That 
is one of my deepest convictions, and so far 
as I am concerned I am not going to quarrel 
about any measure of settlement so long as 
a settlement is obtained. 

No useful purpose would be gained however 
in deluding ourselves that this communal! fail- 
ure has not affected the actual results of the 
Conference. If we had obtained such a set- 
tlement our discussions on certain essential 
features of the new constitution would have 
been more real and more adequate. Still, 
even so, it is on record that there was a 
unanimous expression of opinion from all sec- 
tions present that India must have respon- 
sibility at the center and that the day of 
piecemeal advance was over. 


Co-Operation of Princes. 

The points that have been left over for 
future discussion and examination are largely 
technical and require expert examination. 
The more we delved into the difficulties of 
our problem, the more we came up agafnst 
aspects which required this kind of special 
treatment, and I submit that when the full 
content of our reports is understood and prop- 
erly comprehended, it will be found that the 
only questions which remain for settlement in 
the immediate future are what I would call 
committee problems. 

The agreement between ourselves and the 
Princes is complete with regard to essentials. 
The Princes stand firm by Federation, and 
all that is to be settled now is the technical 
question as to the amount of representation 
to be given in the Upper and Lower House 
of the Federation of the Indian States and 
the method by which this representation is to 
be arranged. In view of the amount of agree- 
ment already reached, I have no hesitation in 
saying that’ I am certain that a continuance 
of the Conference method and the Conference 
atmosphere will speedily resolve these diffi- 
culties. I am also encouraged in this belief 
by the promise of His Majesty's. Government 
that they intend to afford the Princes all pos- 
sible assistance by way of advice in these 
matters.

On the British Indian side, we have still 
finally to determine the difficult problem of 
the safeguards. On certain of these safe- 
guards feeling runs high in India, and I am 
afraid that some of my countrymen are apt 
to view anything in the nature of constitu- 
tional limitations in the light of past experi- 
ence rather than in the expectations of our 
future. We have attained almost the fullest 
measure of agreement with our European 
friends and as far as the problems arising out 
of the European fear of discriminatory legis- 
lation is concerned, I venture to think that 
on ninety-nine points out of a hundred, we 
have attained concord. 


The Army Question. 


As far as the financial safeguards are con- 
cerned, a certain amount of work still re- 
mains to be done, and I am not without hope 
that I shall be able eventually to persuade 
the British Government that self-imposed 
constitutional safeguards operating from 
within are much to be preferred to the arbi- 


trary power of the Governor-General or an. 


omnipotent Secretary of State for India. 

With regard to the army and external af- 
fairs, I am in no hurry. I am content to bide 
my time, realizing that we must build up our 
strength in regard to other matters, before 
we are able to assume this final responsibility 
in self-government. I am certain that with 
an executive responsible to a Legislature we 
shall be able to influence the decision of the 
Government of India in regard to the army, 
and I have not the least doubt that if this 
system is given a fair trial we shall secure 
the reversion of the control of the army wiith- 
in a very short period of time. 

I have, therefore, not the slightest hesita- 
tion in recomarending my countrymen to con- 
tinue with the work of co-operation. I re- 
alize that the Federal Constitution cannot be 
produced magically with the wave of a hand. 
There is much spade work to be done, much 
technical knowledge to be acquired, and a 
difficult period of legal drafting. We may 
have to wait for anything up to two years, 
but, in my opinion, it is better to have the 
complete system than to dabble about with 
inconsistent fragments. 

The immediate problem in India is the at- 
titude of the Congress. At the present mo- 
ment, Mr. Gandhi does not express himself 
in too hopeful or too optimistic a manner. 
He seems to be worried about the steps which 
have been taken by the Government to suppress 
the revolutionary movement in Bengal. To 
my mind this is an irrelevant issue, and Mr. 
Gandhi must face the obvious fact that the 
continuance of the work of the Conference by 
means of the committees adumbrated by the 
Prime Minister will provide a standing argu- 
ment against the futility of the revival of 
civil disobedience in the minds of a most pow- 
erful section of his countrymen. 


Thinks India Will Approve. 


On this point—it is really a belief in the 
Conference method aS against nonco-opera- 
tion—I do not accept Mr. Gandhi’s statement 
that he represents 85 per cent of India. I 
do not accept it, even if you withdraw from 
the population of India the inhabitants of the 
Indian States and the 80,000,000 Moslems. I 
am convinced that if the Government of 
Great Britain proceeds with the work of the 
Conference with enthusiasm, dispatch and sin- 
cerity ,the majority of my countrymen will 
prefer this method of securing a settlement 
with Great Britain to the method of futile 
nonco-operation. 

I have the greatest hopes that Mr. Gandhi 
and the Congress will be persuaded to con- 
tinue their co-eperation. In the words of Mr. 
Sastri, our noblest Indian orator, addressed 
to Mr. Gandhi in the small hours of the morn- 
ing to the full Conference ‘“‘Have you the heart 
still to lead your people, trustful and obedi- 
ent, through the valley of humiliation if it 
be not necessary, and I contend that it is no 
longer necessary?’’ No one who listened to 
the wonderful eloquence of Mr. Sastri, to his 
perfervid appeal for reason and statesmanship 
can But feel that whatever misguided ad- 
vice may prevail with Mr. Gandhi, there is in 
India a sufficiency of understanding opinion 
which will be inclined to the belief that Great 
Britain has in regard to Indian matters come 
back to the ways of reason, moderation, and 
justice.

ipon proper securities to established indus- 
tries, railways, and financial institutions 
which cannot otherwise secure credit.” 


Minimizing an Intent. 


Aid to agriculture is stressed in this sen- 
tence; the railways are mentioned only inci- 
dentally. Again, in the preamble of the bill, 
it is described as a measure “to provide 
emergency financing facilities for banks and 
other financial institutions, and other pur- 
poses.” The intended aid to the railways 
must be inferred from ‘“‘other purposes.” 
The bill itself, in Section 5, authorizes the 
proposed corporation to make loans “to any 
bank, banker, savings bank, trust company, 
clearing house or other association of banking 
institutions, building and loan association, in- 
surance company or other financial institu- 
tion in the United States.” Thus far it 
would appear that the bill is designed exclu- 
sively to aid distressed financial institutions. 
At the end of the section, after some inter- 
vening matter.on the machinery for making 
loans, it is stated that the corporation may 
“also” make loans to aid the steam rail- 
roads. 

Hearings conducted by the Senate Banking 
and Currency Committee, as well as state- 
ments from administration sources, have 
made it plain that the chief purpose of the 
bill follows the word “also.” If frankly 
named, it would have been described in the 
preamble as a bill ‘‘to providagemergency fi- 
nancing facilities for the railroads, and other 
purposes.” Why its real purpose should have 
been soft-pedaled is hard to understand.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ITH reference to suggestions that the 
W acovtion of bimetalism would not 
mean giving up the gold standard, I 
would say that, as the term is generally 
understood, this is not the case.

I had already read 
the letter in the Times, and had com- 
mented to myself that the writer was 
mixed on his history. 

Bimetalism is an agreement to coin 
both gold and silver at some fixed ratio, 
and in unlimited quantities, with the 
provision that both are legal tender in 
unlimited quantities at the officially es- 
tablished mint ratio. No one country 
can make bimetalism work, because the 
markét ratio will diverge from the mint 
ratio. The idea in international bimetal- 
ism is that if enough countries adopt it, 
the monetary demands forthe metals will 
dominate the ‘outside market demand, 
and will hold gold and silver at, or very 
close to, the mint ratio. But there never 
has been any obligation on the part of 
the Government to redeem one metal in 
terms Of the other. 

The way that metals are held at the 
mint ratio is that the cheaper metal, 
whether gold or silver, will be used more 
as money, thus increasing the demand 
for it, decreasing the demand for the 
other, and bringing them back to the 
market ratio. If enough countries will go 
in on the scheme, this is possible. But I 
believe that any scheme for free coinage, 
which obligated the governments to re- 
deem in gold, would break down, by rea- 
son of the preference for gold because of 
its greater convenience for shipping and 
use in banking reserves. Any bimetailic 
scheme today would have to be at a ra- 
tio somewhere near the present market 
ratio of around 65 to 1. Such a scheme 
as Borah has of a 14-to-1 ratio is out of 
the question. 

Another reason why the adoption of 
bimetalism now is impracticable is that 
the mint ratio selected should correspond 
closely to the market ratio, and the pres- 
ent market price of silver dn terms of 
gold has been jumping around so much 
lately that it is very difficult to say what 
ratio should be selected.

A Counselor of Peace 


We reprinted on this page Thursday the speech 
which Alanson B. Houghton was prevented from 
delivering before the peace societies in Paris by the 
riotous conduct of French militarists. It is the kind 
of speech we have come to expect from Mr. Houghton 
—analytical, conciliatory, constructive. It is the kind 


of speech which disheartened and distressed peoples’ 
everywhere are yearning to hear, and it is the coun- 


sel which heads of governments everywhere must, 
sooner or later, we believe, incorporate into national 
policies. 

A word or two about this man who has developed 
into one of the interesting and hopeful figures on 
the stage of world affairs. He had spent his life in 
business. In late middle age—at 59—he received his 
first political recognition—appointment as Ambassa- 
dor to Germany. He had been elected to Congress 
and was serving his second term, without special dis- 
tinction, when he resigned to accept the diplomatic 
post. The announcement of his appointment made no 
impression on public opinion. It was regarded as an 
orthodox selection—that of a rich man, chosen be- 
cause of his ample means to maintain the office in 
the conventional scale of expenditure. 

Presently, he departed from the traditional groove 
of polite, cautious and meaningless utterances. He 
did this, not with spectacular gesture or dramatic 
mannerism, but rather with a thoughtful, studious 
facing of facts. A practical man, he recognized the 
oppressive difficulties of conditions in Germany and 
frankly presented them. He sounded the first official 
conciliatory note from the international rostrum. He 
sought persuasively, gently, but with the courage of 
informed conviction, to hea] the wounds of a nation 
that was bleeding to death. Later, he was transferred 
from Berlin to London, and subsequently retired from 
diplomacy to make the race for the Senate in New 
York. He was defeated, but he did not disappear 
from public life. Instead, he has continued to grow, 
quietly, to be sure, with no suggestion of self-aggran- 
dizement, but as missionary of good will. He is to 
day a counselor of peace, preaching his gospel in 
che context of realities. 

Returning from Europe last sprifig, Mr. Houghton, 
in a speech at Pittsburg, predicted Germany’s collapse 
under the continued pressure of enforced reparations 
payments. And in an interview in June, a few days 
after the Hoover moratorium announcement, in an 
interview with Charles G. Ross of the Post-Dispatch 
Washington staff, the former Ambassador, at his sum- 
mer home in Massachusetts, discussed at length the 
whole question of reparations and war debts. He in- 
sisted the siphoning of Germany must stop, or there 
will be no payments on either account. By “siphon- 
ing,” as he explained, he referred to the extraction of 
values from a country—gold or goods or services—for 
which no return was made. The annual reparations 
payment of $400,000,000, he acknowledged, could be 
made for a year or two, without disturbance, but Ger- 


60 years, a total bill of $26,000,000,000, which simply 
could not be met. The exaction could end only in 
collapse, with grave social and political reverbera- 
tions that would ring through all Europe and even- 
tually reach us. Considered economically, the col- 
lapse of Germany, he calculated, might delay the 
world’s industrial recovery a generation. There was 
no relation, as he saw it, between reparations relief 
and disarmament, but readjustment of reparations 
and the war debts, in which all nations must make 
sacrifices, and reduction of military expenditures 
pointed the only practicable way to the politi 
bility of Europe and the economic health of the world. 

Not long ago, it will be recalled, in discussing the 
disarmament conference to be Weld in Geneva in Feb- 
ruary, he did not evade the one element in the situ- 
ation which threatens the effort’s success, namely, 
the implacable demand of France for security. He 
urged that the conference adopt and proceed with a 
substantial program of armament reduction, regard- 
less of the actitude of France. Such procedure may 
be called visionary, yet somehow a decision of that 
character will have to be reached if relief from un- 
bearable military burdens is to be had. One nega-~ 
tive vote, obviously, cannot be permitted indefinitely

000,000 annually for naval and military purposes.” 
“What wonder, then, that the growing cost of govern- 
ment seriously threatens the stability of our whole 
economic future?” 

Mr. Houghton concedes we can postpone the deci- 
sion, but he believes it is dangerous to temporize, and 
he assures us that “in the end, the decision will over- 
take us.” 

Mr. Hoover is now/selecting our representatives at 
the Geneva conference. Ambassador Dawes will head 
the delegation; Hugh Gibson, our Ambassador to 
Belgium, will be chosen, it is said, and the appoint- 
ment of Miss Mary Emma Woolley, president of Mount 
Holyoke College, the first woman to serve in a parlia- 
ment of such significance, will, we believe, be widely 
approved. It seems to us, however, that Mr. Hough- 
ton is pre-eminently qualified, by experience and 
character, to serve his country and the world on this 
historic occasion.

WHAT ONE GUEST SAID AND WHY. 

Never ,before in its 32 years was there a Post-

A movement has started which may swell into a 
nation-wide revolt against excessive taxes. It is both 
urban and rural. In Philadelphia, where 51,000 homes 
have been sold by the Sheriff for taxes, the admin- 
istration was obliged to abandon its proposed increase 
by the wrath of popular protest. Chicago’s insolv- 
ency, which has been in the papers for two years or 
more, is the result of a revolt against an antiquated 
assessment system which was honeycombed with 
graft. New York City’s imperial budget of $631,- 
000,000 has been jammed down the throat of an angry 
public. Detroit is operating on borrowed money. 
Atlanta can’t pay its bills. Many smaller cities are 
in distress. 
In Nebraska there has been a general scaling down 
of taxes, as a result of organized demands by farm- 
ers’ unions and taxpayers’ leagues. Minnesota has 
also reduced levies. 
What about Missouri? The total cost of all our 
units of government in this State, according to the 
Kansas City Star, is $285,000,000 a year. It is ob- 
vious that the people cannot indefinitely carry such 
a burden. Yet nowhere is there any effort on the 
part of officialdom to lighten the load. Retrenchment 
has béen introduced and institutional appropriations 
cut, because of diminished revenue, but no economies 
have been undertaken and no reorganization attempt- 
ed to ease the tax rates. The number of delinquents 
increases, to be sure, but the price of government re- 
mains the same for the taxpayer who is able to pay. 
“The finances—the finances!” Carlyle, in “The 
French Revolution,” tells how taxes finally blew up 
the old regime. Our satraps ought to read that book.

~ A VERY PRETTY BOOK. 

We are in receipt of a handsomely bound and il- 
lustrated book entitled “Muscle Shoals—1931.” It 
contains “a plan for the use of the United States 
properties on thé Tennessee River by private indus- 
try for ‘the manufacture of fertilizers and other use- 
ful products.’” The plan was drawn by a commis 
sion created by Mr. Hoover after he had vetoed a bill 
for Federal operation of Muscle Shoals. 

While we have not yet had an opportunity to study 
this imposing document, a few preliminary observa- 
tions may be permitted. To begin with, broadcasting 
the book throughout the country, at considerable ex- 
pense to the taxpayers, is a bold piece of propaganda 
on the part of the administration. It constitutes a 
rebuke to Congress, in whose hands lies the disposal 
of Muscle Shoals and which twice has passed bills for 
Federal operation. It emphasizes the use of Muscle 
Shoals as a fertilizer plant when everyone knows 
electric power is the real issue involved. 

Among the members of the commission whose name 
is signed to the report is Edward A. O'Neal, presi- 
dent of the American Farm Bureau Federation. Mr. 
O’Neal is supposed to represent agriculture on the 
commission, yet the Baltimore Evening Sun said of 
him at the time of his appointment: 

Why anyone should pick O’Neal to represent 
agriculture on anything is a mystery. If O’Neal . 
has represented anything in Washington, it was 
not agriculture. He was, on the other hand, 
mighty intimate with the American Cyanamid 
Co. when it wished to lease Muscle Shoals. Farm- 
ers are generally regarded as opposed to leasing 
this site to private power companies, but O’Neal 
was pictured as one of the most active people in 
the fight to turn the development over to the 
power companies. 

Under the circumstances, Mr. O’Neal’s signature 
does not add much to the prestige of this book, re- 
gardless of its red binding, maps and colored charts. 
We shall see if€ts publication shall do anything but 
complicate a fight which has already lasted more 
than 10 years, tying up a great public investment, 
whose proper settlement at an early time is urgent- 
ly desirable.

Fighting Economic Law 


Prolonged crisis is due largely to disregard for economic laws, speaker says; we try to 
revive trade in a falling market“while keeping costs up; since taxes provide jobs 
for patronage, Congress will not lower them; gold drainage illlustrates blindness 
to facts; collecting reparations and war debts has proved economically impossible.

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HY aren't we all at work producing and 
consuming, not so much perhaps as we 
were two years ago, but much more 
than we are producing and consuming to- 
day? The reason is, we have been trying to 
‘solve our economic problems with our 
hearts, while the only use we have made of 
our heads it to butt them against stone 
walls. We have engaged in a fruitless strug- 
gle against the remorseless operation of eco- 
nomic laws, and our special effort has been 
to try to obstruct the workings of the law 
of demand and supply. 

Two years ago, the prices of all basic raw 
materials collapsed. A _ frightful, vicious 
cycle was started. How could it be stopped? 
In only one way. Prices of everything else 
must be brought into a more reasonable re- 
lationship with the new price level of basic 
commodities. The operation of the law of 
demand and supply, uninterfered with, 
would have speedily accomplished the neces- 
sary readjustment.

Were we-willing to let economic law take 
its inevitable course? Not at all. Our 
hearts took control of the situation. The 
inevitable price readjustment would hurt a 
lot cf people. We weren’t going to tolerate 
that without a struggle. Our heads would 
have told us that a lot more people would 
be a lot worse off because of the struggle. 
How were prices to come down? Only by 
reducing costs. The greater part of the 
difference between the price of the basic 
raw materials and the price of the finished 
article ready for consumption is represented 
by wages and salaries, What did we do? 
We let our hearts run away with us. We 
declared that wages and salaries must not 
come down, and butted our heads against 
that stone wall for nearly two years. 

People who employ others will not, and 
cannot, employ others except at a price that 
yields the em ;-oyer a profit. No employer 
can pay his workmen more than the eco- 


nomic worth of their service; if he tries to 


do it, the end is bankruptcy and no jobs. 
. J 


Prices to consumers can come down, if 
business is to exist, only by reducing costs. 
Taxation has become a major factor in 
costs. If taxation is not to be reduced, its 
proportion of the inevitable cost reduction 
must be absorbed by wage scales. Eco- 
nomic requirements demand lower taxes, 
yet every government—Federal, state and 
municipal—proposes to add‘ to the stagger- 
ing burden of more than $10,000,000,000 an- 
nually that they are now extorting in taxes. 

At best, government is an incubus on the 
economic structure, Government has enor- 
mous power to harm the economic situation. 
It has practically no power to help thé eco- 
nomic situation, except negatively, by re- 
versing its previous economic mistakes. The 
reason for this is that government has noth- 
ing of its own, but only what it takes away 
from the people individually. 

All politicians and most people credulous- 
ly believe that government can help us out 
of our economic difficulties. The most that 
government can do is to abstain from inter-

fering with economic recovery. If the Fed- 
eral Government js not to add to the diffi- 
culties of economic recovery, it must bal- 
ance jts budget and at the same time must 
not increase Federal] taxes. What the Fed- 
eral Government actually wil: do, however, 
will be to increase taxes and not balance the 
budget. Congress will co..tinue its insane 
battle against economic law, and undoubted- 


ly will spend substantially the same $4,000,-. 


000,000 next year as this. It will probably 
offset its~$2,000,000,000 of excess expendi- 
tures by adding another $1,000,000,000 to 
the deficit, and extorting another 3$1,000,- 
060,000 in taxation. 

The reason is clear. If a Congressman 
uses his own money to bribe people to vote 
for him, he is sent to jail. If he uses tax- 
payers’ money to bribe people to vote for 
him, he is a statesman and is triumphantly 
re-elected. Half of the expenditures of the 
Federal Government can be so classified. 
The other half cannot be reduced. The first 
half won't be, for, as the President pointed 
out, 10,000,000 people are getting their bit 

Hundreds of millions of dollars are being 
spent, and will continue to te spent, for pur- 
poses entirely beyond the scope of govern- 
ment. Other hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars are being spent, ind will continue to be 
spent, for the specific purpose of harassing 
business, destroying business and competing 
unfairly with business. 

One person out of 11 who works for a 
living has some kind of government job, 
working for Federal, state or municipal 
governments. The lion’s share of the tax- 
payers’ money goes to pay the salaries and 
wages of these 4,500,000 psople. Congress 
and the other appropriating bodies will con- 
tinue to pay them the highest salaries and 
wages they have ever received. 

« * 

We cannot expect to attain real prosper- 
ity, however, until! world conditions are 
much improved. The immediate critical 
condition of world economics results from a 
credit collapse, a major share of the respon- 
sibility for which belongs to this country. 
Nearly half of the monetary gold of the 
world has been drained. from the localities 
where it should have remained if the busi- 
ness of the world was to go on, to be lodged 
in two centers where it is economically use- 
less. The result is that the credit structure 
through which the business of the world 
‘has been carried On has broken down, and 
all the countries except France and ‘the 
United States, and two or three minor Euro- 
pean countries, whose special circumstances 
have enabled them so far successfully to 
resist the drain on their gold, are either 
actually, or tn effect, off the gold basis. 
This arbitrary force hag been temporarily 


suspended. For world conditions to re- 


cover, it is essential that this arbitrary 
movement of gold be stopped forever. 

The effort to collect reparations from 
Germany has already cost the Allied nations 
far more than the total] bill gf reparations. 
The effort of the United States to collect the 
Allied debts has already cost the United 
States far more than the total amount of 
those debts. The duration of the world de- 
pression depends upon the time that will be 
required before the politicians of the world

Symphony at Odeon 


Wagnerian Tenor to Be Solo- 
ist With Orchestra New 
Year’s Day and Again on 


Saturday Night. 
Pp AUL ALTHOUSE, leading tenor 

with the Chicago Civic Opera, is 
to appear as soloist of the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra’s holi- 
day concert pair, which ushers in 
the new year at the Odeon next 
Friday, at 3 p. m., and Saturday 
‘evening at 8:30. Althouse, ac- 
claimed both in America and in 
Germany as a Wagnerian tenor, 
will sing two of the greatest of 
Wagner's lyric episodes, the “‘Nar- 
rative” from the opera Lohengrin” 
and Siegmund’s Love Song from 
“Die Walkure.” 

His appearance as soloist is but 
one feature of a program in which 
Viadimir Golschmann presents for

An Old Timer Passes On 


Frank Talbot, Who Once Set St. Louis Show 
World Ablaze in Early Days of the Movies, Dies 
Forgotten in Chicago—Frank Fay Turns Producer 
And Is Making a Picture From His Own Story. 


RGOTTEN by the older generation of theater-goers and entirely 


unknown to the present crop, Frank Talbot, a man who might 
easily have been the Skouras Brothers of St. Louis and climbed 
to the fame and fortune of those former bus boys, died in Chicago @ 
few days ago and his passing was unnoticed, Yet 20 years or 80 ago 


Talbot -was headed for big things, He had graduated from the owner- 
ship of one of the first picture houses here—the old Gem on Sixth 
sireet which he and his wife operated—to the big Hippodrome which 
he built across the street, a great show place with its 48 or more 
vaudeville acts, including elephants, for a dime. 

But Talbot céuldn’t make the grade. He was one of that eon- 
ventional combination of the theater, a great showman but a rotten 
business man and after he had electrified St. Louis with his new form 
of cheap entertainment he could not carry it on, The old Grand 


Opera House, almost around the corner from the Hip, went in for 
popular-priced vaudeville, newer and more palatial picture palaces be- 
gan to spring up and Talbot went broke and drifted away. 

He returned to his first love, outdoor shows with fairs and small 
circuses with an occasional dash into the picture game, but he was 
never able to stage a real comeback. He died in a Chicago hospital 
rom heart disease and St, Louis theater men, who had been his 
friends and competitors never even heard of his passing. 
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IFE is like that in the show business especially with the players. 
L There have been many ups and many downs, for the movie people 
particularly, on the dollar-bedecked ladder in the last year, but 
the changes during the last five years have been amazingly numerous. 

Of the 200 whose names were on weekly pay checks in 1926, 
there are 20-odd survivors. 

Here are the more prominent names of five years ago: Leatrice 
Joy, Rod La Rocque, Jetta Goudal, Vera Reynolds, Harry Langdon, 
Madge Bellamy, Patsy Ruth Miller, Syd Chaplin, Alma Rubens, Col- 
leen Moore, Monte Blue, Esther Ralston, Corinne Griffith, Alberta 
Vaughn, Olive Borden, Florence Vidor, Emil Jannings and Fred 
Thomson. 

The game of the movies being mainly one of youth, death has 
taken a comparative few. 

Survivors of the 1926 contract group include Greta Garbo, Joan 
Crawford, Bill Boyd, George Bancroft, Buster Keaton, Charles Far- 
rell, Janet Gaynor, Ronald Colman, Richard Barthelmess, Dorothy

These are practically the only players still under contract to the 


same organizations they were five years back. 

A very few, Wallace Beery, Jean Hersholt, Bebe Daniels, Mary 
Astor, Richard Dix, Billie Dove—to name the better knowns—have 
changed their studio affiliations and’ continue as of old, 

The names of Pickford, Fairbanks, Swanson, Chaplin and Lloyd 
are purposely omitted; for they still are going on their independent 
ways.

1926 still are contractees.

CHICAGO, Dec. 26.—A turn of @ 
lever on the instrument panel, and 
one glides forward a third faster 
while the motor in the car contin- 
wes to turn over at the same speed. 

Then one comes to a long steep 
hill. He turns the lever the other 
direction. He climbs the hill with 
the greatest ease. 

That's what one automobile man- 
ufacturer has to offer at the egm- 
ing National Automobile Shows in 
New York and Chicago. 

“We have eliminated the com- 
promise in an automobile,” this 
manufacturer told me. “Maximum 
efficiency in hill-climbing and max- 
imum speed on the level highway 
have been effected by completely 
changing the old method of: de- 
livering power to the rear wheels. 

“Our new automobiles will do 
@ual duty but will only be one 
car. FEeretofore, if a buyer bought 
the hill-climbing ability that our 
new car has, he would never have 
been able to get the speed and per- 
formance on level ground that our 
new car offers.” : 

I asked to ride in the car. When 
we were in it, the driver said: 

“See that control there in the 
middle of the instrument panel?”

During the winter months, auto- 
mobiles must also be properly 
handled and properly cared for in 
order to prevent trouble and to 
keep them in good condition for 
cold weather driving. The follow- 
ing rules and suggestions should be 
valuable aids in starting on cold 
mornings and in keeping the car 
in shape: 

1. Never start motor until garage 

doors are wide open because 
of the dan@er from monoxide 
gas. 
To start a cold engine, use full 
choke for a short period rather 
than partial choke for a lon- 
ger period. This will save the 
battery and permit a quicker 
start. 

In starting, disengage the 

.clutch and be sure that no 
lights are on. Disengaging 
the clutch eases the strain on 
the battery as much as 25 per 
cent. 
Don’t race a cold engine. Back 
out of the garage and let the 
motor idle a bit or drive 
around the block in second be- 
fore shifting into high. Prop- 
erly warming up the motor 
will do much to keep it in 
good condition. 
Keep an eye on radiator after 
filing with anti-freeze solu- 
tion. Watch for leaks, cracks 
and loose spots in cooling sys- 
tem and have such minor re- 
pairs made before. serious 
trouble develops.

Today we 
are propelling our vehicles over} 
roads at such high speeds that the 
old shapes become not only incon- 
gruous but inefficient. . 

“It is beceming increasingly evi- 
dent that the proper thing to do in 
reducing weight ts to use some of 
the lighter aluminum alloys when 
they can be bought at a lower price 
than: is now possible. 

Foresees Airplane Influence. 

“TI feel reasonably sure,” said 
Litle, “that the remarkable devel- 
opments in aircraft are sure to af- 
fect car designs and the trend of 
automotive engineering. Comfort- 
able seats in airplanes weigh only 
a fraction «f those of an automo- 
bile. The fuselage is but a wafer 
as compared with the ponderous 
bodies we now use on motor cars. 


“I believe that some future cars, 
fitted with air propellors, may be 
blown along the road. It would not 
surprise me if advantage were 
taken of larger ers and a com- 
bination roof wing structure, 
by which a considerable amount of 
the weight might be lifted from the 
road and gasoline consumption cut 
to an appreciable degree. Such a 
car would operate at higher road 
speeds, of course.” 

In predicting the automotive 
needs of the future, Mr. Litle add- 
ed, “I see no reason why nitro-cel- 
lulose materials such as cellophane 
and analogous products should not 
replace giass, why it should not be 
used as roof material to admit the 
sunshine which our physicians say 
is so beneficial to our health and 
happiness.

At Record Speed With

R. H. McKenzie and Jo. Har- 
berth of Pittsburg, Pa., who recent-

Miles of Surtaced 
County. Town Roads 


A total of 35,883 miles of coun- 
ty and township roads were sur- 
faced during 1930, according to the 
Bureau of Public Roads of the U. 
Ss. Department of Agriculture. At 
the end of the year the total mile- 
age of county and local roads sur- 
faced was 467,338. 

The total surfaced mileage is 
composed of the following types: 
Sand-ciay. 71,9307 miles; surface 
treated and plain gravel, 310,308; 
surface treated and plain water- 
bound macadam, 43,527; bitumin- 
ous penetration macadam, 19,059: 
bituminous concrete and sheet as- 
phalt, 6019; Portland cement con- 
crete, 14,656, and brick and other 
block types, 1862. 

Counties and other local authori- 
ties outside of cities expended a to- 
tal of approximately $709°,000,900 
for road purposes divided as fol- 
lows: Construction $297,000,000 
maintenance $248,000,000, miscel- 
laneous $3700,000 and interest on 
bonds. $82,000,000. Thé local au- 
thorities also expended” $113,000,- 
000 for bond retirements and trans- 
ferred $39,000,000 to the states for 
state road work.

Box Girders Used 
In Skyscrapers Also 
Employed in 1932 Cars 


The box girder type of structural 
steel work which has been respon- 
sible for buildings of 100 stories 
and more, is being adopted rapidly 
to 
stiffen the new 1932 bodies and 


chassis. Engineers who work in 
structural steel, it is pointed out, 
know that the box section is the 
strongest and most rigid possible to 
use; even a thin piece of steel bent 
inte a box form being able to sup- 
port many times the load it could 
carry if it were formed in any other 
way. 

Next to the box section the tubu- 
lar section is probably the strong- 
est. Many manufacturers have 
used tubular cross members on 
their frames for years, but it is 
more difficult to secure a tube by 
brackets and gussets tham a box 
section, as the latter presents flat 
surfaces for welding or riveting. So 
the box girder is replacing tube 
cross members. Many of the cars 
at this year’s shows will have very 
rigid box cross members in their 
frames. 

One manufacturer has even car- 
ried out the box girder construction 
into the body. This manufacturer 
uses an all-steel body construction, 
the body being built on a box gird- 
er skeleton to which the sheet steel 
shell is secured. in this inner skele- 
ton, which is made up of the pil- 
lars, roof-rails, sills and their sup- 
porting structures, every individual 
piece is of complete box girder de- 
sign. 

This parallels exactly the con- 
struction used in a modern sky- 
scaper, particularly as the frame 
work of the body is put together in 
such a way that the resulting struc- 
ture is in itself a complete box 
girder. It is said that this con- 
struction is so rigid that it con- 
tributes to the chassis frame 
strength.

In St. Louis Territory 


Holding losses from the previ- 
ous month to narrow limits, con- 
struction contracts jn the St. Louis 
territory amounted to $4,915,000 
during November, according to re- 
ports of F. W. Dodge Corporation. 
This territory covers Southern IIli- 
nois, Eastern Missouri, Northeast 
Arkansas, Western Tennessee and 
northwest Mississippi. 

During the first 15 days of De- 
cember this territory registered $5,- 
new construction 
awards, the larger part of the two 
weeks’ total being in public works 
and utilities. . 


' The $4,915,000 sum of November. 


contracts awarded was divided 
among the three major construc- 
tion elasses in nearly equal amounts 
$%788.800 was given over to pub- 
lic works and utilities; $1,765,900 
was spent in residential buildings; 
and non-residential building 
amounted to $1,370,300. The Octo- 
ber total in the territory was $5,- 
454,000. 

Of the important cities in the 

territory, St. Louis produced a $1,- 
106,800 total. This was * divided 
with $84,400 going to public works 
ard utilities; $721,500 to residen- 
tial building; and $300,900 to non- 
residential types. The November 
total for Memphis was $149,600. 
_ Construction contracts in the 37 
states east of the Rockies amount- 
ed to $71,177,200 during the first

A nearly equal division of the 
value of these awards was made 
among the three major construc- 
tion classes.

The 20-page booklet . gives the 
names and addresses of the head- 
quarters offices of the chains and 
shows the number of branches run 
by each. It is the most compre- 
hensive and complete chain store 
list ever issued by the division, of 
which Max Ramm of Detroit is at 
present chairman. 

The list will be immensely val- 
uable to the wide-awake broker 
who can find many prospects for 
new sites by studying the column 
showing the number of stores op- 
erated at present, says Mark Levy, 
Chicagé, editor-in-chief of the new 
materials sent out byRhe division. 
The chains showing three or four 
stores at present are especially sig- 
ficant, Levy- points out. 
be embryenic “big-time” chains, 
and the fact that they have more 
than one location shows that they 
might be receptive to the charms 
of new branches,. , 

The list is arranged by states-and 
is classified under the following 
headings: Hosiery stores, hat stores, 
millinery stores, women’s wear and 
furnishing stores, clothing and 
men’s furnishings, dry goods and 
department stores and shoe stores. 

There are more shoe store chains 
than any other kind under the 
wearing apparel classification, as 
shown by this survey. There are 
722 chains of this kind, varying 
from those with three branches to 
a New York chain with 14657 
branches. Dry goods and depart- 
ment stores come next in number 
of chains, with 644 headquarters 
Offices, but there are almost. as 
many men’s clothing and furnish- 
ing organizations, 633 of these com- 
panies having branches throughout 
the country.

Take, for instance, the case of Johannas C. Rassmussen, commercial diver. 


It was something akin to a miracle that happened to Rassmussen in the re- 


compression chamber at the Washington Navy Yard. 
The Navy {s too conservative and too discreet to claim that Diver Rassmussen 


was resurrected from the dead. Perhaps it is entirely possible for a man's res- 


piration and pulse to stop for a matter of minutes and then resume activity. 


Apparently Rassmussen’s breath had ceased and certainly his pulse could 


not be distinguished when 
treatment was adminis- 
tered to his limp, misshap- 
en form in the pressure 
chamber by officers en- 
gaged in diving disease re- 
searches. 

Local newspapers car- 
ried brief mention of the 
“successful treatment” 
given Rassmussen for 
“bends,” but the almost 
incredible details of the 
Rassmussen case never 
were published—possibly 
because the facts were go 
nearly unbelievable. 

Rassmussen was a vic- 
tim not of “bends” but of 
a ‘‘squeeze’’—most dread- 
ed of all perils of the 
deep. Mere mention of the 
“squeeze’’ is sufficient to 
send a shudder through 
the frames of even the 
most experienced divers. 
One has a sporting chance 
to cheat the “bends” or 


other hazards that beset 
the path of those who tread the 
ocean's floor, but the ‘squeeze’ is 


merciless, 

The “‘squeeze”’ is a condition result- 
ing from the loss of air pressure with- 
in the helmet of the diver. Sudden 
loss of pressure leaves the head with- 
out resistance to the tremendous pres- 
sure of the sea surrounding the lower 
part of the body. The tendency of the 
water is to squeeze the body against 
the helmet—and into it. 

Records of diving fatalities from the 
“squeeze” are grewsome reading. They 
tell of the horrible fate of men crushed 
into unrecognizable shapes by the 
force of the water at great depths. The 
average man’s body has a surface area 
of approximately 2000 square inches, 
excluding the head. At a depth of only 
22 feet the sea exerts a pressure on 
each square inch of approximately 19 
pounds. That means the total pres- 
sure on the body of a diver whose hel- 
met has lost its pressure is about equal 
to a pushing force of 10 tons. 

Usually victims of a ““squeeze"’ are 
beyond medical aid when brought to 
the surface.

ter of a billion dol- 
lars? That question 
can only be answered when the United 
State Circuit Court of Appeals in the 
Tenth District acts on four cases now 
lodged with it. 

The first comes to argument Janu- 
ary 26, at Guthrie, Oklahoma. On one 
hand these four actions—three lodged 
by surface land holders, the fourth a 
counter suit filed by the tribe—may 
deprive this Indian nation of its 
wealth. 

On the other hand, the action may 
clear the tribe's legal title to vast re- 
maining oil reserves until 1958, or as 
much longer as Congress wishes. 

But for persons interested in the his- 
tory of the red man in the West, these 
court actions begun by two cattlemen 
and a country banker have their roots 
deep tn American history, which, as 
far as the Osages are concerned, has 
long been written in millions and hun- 
dreds of millions. 

The tribe really called themselves 
the Wha-zha-shes, properly pronounced 
‘“‘Wah-sah-she.”’ But their name was 
transformed into “Osage’’ by Frencn 
explorers, who were as clumsy with In- 
dian dialects as American tourists are 
with French. And their name had al- 
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ready been changed when the history 
of their land claims begins. It begins 
near St. Louis, where Lewis and Clark 
found them in 1802, and the Osages 
then calmly claimed for their hunting 
grounds the millions of acres in Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Oklahoma and Arkan- 
sas. 

Some persons have found pitiable 
ethics in the constant shrinkage of 
tribal lands as treaty followed treaty. 
The first, which was signed by White 
Hair, or Pa-hus-ca (musically pro- 
nounced Pa-hous-ca, not like Paw- 
husk-a of today), a thrice great-grand- 
father of Vice President Charles Cur- 
tis, limited the lands somewhat. Sixty 
years later the Osage lands were a 50- 
by-150-mile strip along the southern 
boundary of Kansas. 

But no one cries ‘‘Pity the poor In- 
dian’’ about the Osage, for the Govern- 
ment sold their Kansas lands for $10,- 
000,000 to the forefathers of the de- 
pressed wheat farmers of today, and 
with that cash the Osages went south 
to do barter with the Cherokees, whose 
nation blocked out most of Northeast- 
ern Oklahoma. 

A rugged, none too fertile chunk of 
1,400,000 acres, easily the poorest of 
the Cherokee lands, was carved out for 
the Osages at 70 cents an acre. And 
with almost $9,000,000 in their tribal 
treasury and a $1,000,000 investment 
in land, the Osages moved southward 
to Oklahoma and fortune. 

That was in 1871-72. Fortune came 
first in 1897, when almost on their 
eastern boundary, oil was found. The 
first well averaged 20 barrels a day, 
flowing from sand 1349 feet beneath 
the surface. It was as a drop of rain 
to the deluge.

leased. The leases were bought at 
auctions, where companies have been 
known to pay more than $1,000,000 
for the privilege of prospecting for oil 
on a single 40-acre tract. A million- 
dollar gamble, if you please, but with 
long odds to the oil company. And 
when oil was found the tribe still col- 
lected its royalty, one barrel of every 
eight. 

That accounts for the stream of oil 
converted into a stream of gold. To 
2229 members of the tribe as of 1906, 
or their heirs, has gone $234,000,000. 
To each allottee the amount has been 
$105,000. 


ITTLE wonder that the Osage 
| Ra secured permission of Con- 

gress to spend $25,000 of the 
tribal funds for legal fees when the 
first whispers of the suits were 
breathed! Little wonder that the 
Government has filed its own action 
seeking to clear title for the tribe to 
all the mineral rights, not just those 
rights in special classes involved in the 
first three suits. 

The legal phases of the distribution 
of the lands and the reservation of the 
mineral rights are the points which the 
lawyers will argue. But their argu- 
ments will swing this vast financial 
structure, unique in world history. 

Roughly, the legal case is this: The 
title to all mineral rights was vested 
in the tribe for a 25-year period when 
the surface was apportioned in chunks 
of. 656 acres to the 2229 registered 
Osages in 1906. Before the period of 
reservation of minerals in the tribe 
had expired, cattlemen had bought 
thousands of acres from the Indians,

That Has Burned 
for 30 Months 


Struggle With This 
300 Feet of Flame 


at Mereni, 


Twenty Lives.

OR 30 months a tremendous 

flame of burning oil has been 

shooting 300 feet in the air 

from a well near Mereni, Ru- 

mania.

It 
has consumed, it is estimated, half a 
million francs a day worth of high- 
grade oil since May 8, 1929. It has 
tied up a 70,000,000 francs investment 
in drilling, piping, etc., and cost 
4,000,000 francs in attempting to cap 
it.

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IVORY MADONNA AND CHILD 


The Thirteenth of a Series of Art Objects Being Given a Special Showing at the 


HIS carved ivory ‘Ma- 
donna and Child” is 
the thirteenth of a se- 
ries of masterpieces 
which are being promt- 
nently displayed at the 
City Art Museum by 
Director Meyric Rogers. Each 
week one of the museum’s rarest 
treasures will be placed in the al- 
cove to the left of the entrance. 
Each masterpiece will be repro- 
duced in the Sunday Magazine of 
the Post-Dispatch, with an account 
by museum authorittes of ita hia- 
tory. The complete series will 
serve as an excellent guide to the 
most precious possessions of the 
city's museum. The story of the 
statuette follows: 


From the earliest efforts of 
the hunter cave dwellers to mag- 
ically increase their powers by 
graving of images of future vic- 
tims on the tusks of those al- 
ready slain, ivory, within its nat- 
ural limitations, has been in con- 
tinuous use by man in his suc- 
cessive efforts to capture his 
ideal of plastic beauty. Its semi- 
precious quality and fine texture, 
sympathetic to the most delicate 
working, have naturally brought 
it into close alliance with the 
craft of the goldsmith and jew- 
eler, but at times it has even 
supplanted marble and stone in 
monumental sculpture, being 
used with gold as a final outer

casing as related in classical ac- 
counts of the statue of Athena 
constructed by Phidias in the 
Parthenon as the focus of the 
Athenian state. 

The makers of portable altars 
and miniature objects of piety 
which came into much demand at 
the end of the thirteenth century 
found ivory a material particu- 
larly pleasing to their patrons. 
For them, reduced and adapted 
versions of the monumental 
cathedral sculptures were pro- 
duced in such quantity that many 
have survived the vicissitudes of 
time to vouch for the high at- 
tainment of anonymous medieval 
craftsmen. 


HE City Art Museum is 
fortunate in possessing a 
particularly fine and pleas- 
ing example of the skill of the 
mid-fourteenth century carver in 
the statuette of the Madonna and 
Child, which is on special view 
this week. 

Only a little over seven inches 
high, its author has tontrived to 
put into it most of the expressive 
qualities found in the more mon- 
umental versions which were his 
models. 

The subjeet is, of course, one 
that since the thirteenth cen- 
tury had assumed a dominant 
place in religious devotion. The 
adoration of the Virgin brought 
to a focus al) the noblest ideals 


‘of chivalry and the highest as- 


pirations of womanhood, while 
tempering the awful majesty of 
divinity with the sweetness and 
mercy of all-forgiving, all-under- 
standing motherhood. 

By the middle of the four- 
teenth century the element of hu- 
man tenderness, as this statue 
shows, had completely displaced 
the austerity of earlier represen- 
tations. Here the girlish face of 
the Virgin smiles lovingly at the 
Infant, with whom she is play- 
ing, while the almost playful 
grace of her figure is repeated in 
the rich and rhythmic folds of 
the drapery. Exquisitely wrought 
in every detail, this little jewel 
makes an interesting comparison 
with the contemporary monu- 
mental figure of the Virgin of 
Meaux. The latter*found its set- 
ting under the lofty vaults of a 
cathedral, while this, probably 
accompanied by other flanking 
figures, perhaps of adoring an- 
gels, found its place in the pri- 
vate oratory of some devout 
noble. 

Like the majority of such ivo- 
ries, this figure was doubtless 
originally either completely 
painted or touched up with col- 
or and gold. All of this has now 
disappeared, but the beauty of 
feeling and workmanship is per- 
haps even more clearly evident 
in the mellow golden tone of the 
aged ivory itself.

Repeated experiments of late. 
have been made by naval experts 
to determine whether it is neces- 
gary to halt at intervals at speci- 
fied markers along the buoy line. 
Navy divers who tried ascending 
slowly but uninterruptedly felt no 
ill effects, and it may be that 
further experiments will indicate 
conclusively that ascents, at least 
from 100 feet or less, can be made 
with reasonable safety without 
halting at markers along the line. 
If such is found to be the case, it 
is likely that ascents with the 
‘lung’’ will be speeded up by pro- 
mulgation of revised instructions 
in use of the escape device. 

A remarkable experiment to test 
sensations induced by a continua- 
tion of the ascension process into 
the realm of rarefied atmosphere 
is described by Tibbals. The ex- 
periment was conducted in the re- 
compression chamber at the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard by the simple 
expedient of converting the cham- 
ber into a vacuum tank. 


IBBALS subjected himself to 

exactly the same conditions 

an aviator would experience 

if it were possible for him to rise 
47,000 feet in 16 minutes. 

When the pressure registered 
minus 8 1-2 pounds he felt a sen- 
sation similar to that of bends in 
the arms and legs. At minus 
10 1-2 pounds he suffered excruci- 
ating pains in the limbs and back. 

‘‘Just prior to reaching a pres- 
sure of 2.85 pounds absolute,” he 
reported, ‘‘pains in the head and 
body became most intense. Mouth 
and jaws appeared to be para- 
lyzed. The mouthpiece (of the 
breathing device) could be held no 
longer and fell out of mouth. Head 
felt as if it were bursting, throat 
felt clogged, heart beat at a faster 
rate, almost jumping. 

‘Pain at the temples was such 
that it necessitated the clasping of 
hands to the head. My condition 
was observed by attendants out- 
side of the tank. Air pressure was 
applied immediately by them. This, 
I know, must have been done very 
fast, but in the chamber it seemed 
hours. 

“There seems to have been a 
short period of unconsciousness. 
As the pressure built up, register- 
ing about 9 pounds absolute, 
the first relief was noticed, and 
such signs were recorded by ob- 
servers. Under this pressure the 
gas in the heart apparently was 
reduced in volume and circulation 
became free. 

“One or more small blood ves- 
sels in the throat were ruptured 
and bled freely, spurting at times, 
with some froth in the mouth. 
This lasted only a few seconds, or 
until the pressure had reached a 
positive state. However, the bleed- 
ing continued for several days— 
nothing to be worrledgabout.”’
